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East Jordan schools remove “choice” enrollment cap

East Jordan School Superin- 
tendent Chip Hansen announced 
changes last week in the ‘schools 
of choice” policy which greatly 
expand the opportunity for stu- 
dents to move within the Inter- 
mediate School District (ISD). 

The previous one-percent cap 
on students transferring in or out 
of a particular school district has 


' been removed, beginning with 


the 1996-97 school year. 
“Now, 100 percent of students 
have the ability to move if they so 
choose,” said Hansen. 
The only restriction would be 
in a case where the district re- 
ceived so many incoming stu- 


of education for resident students 
or where classroom size was too 
small. 

“If we’re really supnorting a 
free choice, there can be no cap. 
We don’t want to chain students 


_inat the school-house door,” said 


Hansen. 

Hansen announced the chang- 
es for the 1996-97 school year at 
a June 26 special board of educa- 
tion meeting. Char-Em ISD su- 
perintendents met to discuss the 
issue till June 25. 

He noted the state provision 
under section 105 provided “‘sol- 
id parental choice” and ha? su- 
perintendents’ support, but would 
have left East Jordan Schools

Durasigns big contract 


M Brake system work for Toyota at 
Mancelona, East Jordan plants should 
eventually mean more jobs

A first-of-its-kind deal with a Japanese automaker will keep two 
area factories busy for years to come. 

Dura Automotive Systems Inc. was recently awarded the parking 
brake contract for a future car model built by Toyota Motor Corp. The 
product, a “‘push to release” parking brake, was designed by Dura and 
Toyota engineers in both Michigan and Japan. 

The contract marks the first time Dura has done “‘black box” design 
work for Toyota, meaning the local company does all of the design 
work in addition to manufacturing the parking brake. Toyota tradi- 
tionally provides its suppliers with part specifications. 

The brakes will be manufactured at the Dura factories in Mancelona 
and East Jordan. In another break from tradition, Toyota will not have 
a Japanese “back-up” manufacturer of the parts. 

“It’s a major deal,” said Craig Lamiman, vice president of human 
resources at Dura headquarters in Rochester Hills. “It’s the first time 
we’ve done a black-box design to send products to Japan. We’ll be 
shipping directly from East Jordan to Tokyo.” 

The contract is expected to help offset the expiration of a Chrysler 
contract in August, which supported about 100 of the 500 jobs at the 
northern Michigan facilities. Dura’s sale of its window regulator 
operations to Rockwell for $18 million last March also put the plants’ 
employment situation in some doubt. 

The moves are an effort by the company to shift its focus to brake 
systems, pedal units and transmission shifters. Dura estimates it now 
controls 60 percent of all parking brake business and 40 percent of 
brake cable manufacturing among North American auto parts suppli- 
ers. It is the sole manufacturer of brake systems and cables for Ford, 
and is General Motors’ largest supplier of such parts. 

A first-time stock offering by Dura announced late Jast month is 
also expected to raise capital. The Toyota contract and stock sale 
should have a positive affect throughout the company, including the 
northern Michigan factories, Lamiman said.

Three options were discussed: 

@ Opting out of the plan was 
quickly dismissed since East Jor- 
dan already has 16 non-resident 
students and 12 already signed 
up for the 1996-97 year.

M The ISD selected a third 
option, which was to continue 
with the schools of choice option 
the district already had in place, 
with certain key modifications. 

One change superintendents 
felt was crucial was opting out of 
the state provision holding school

transportation of handicapped 
students who move into a dis- 
trict.

“We simply said non-resident 
students can be accepted,” said 
Hansen. 

The superintendents also as- 
signed classroom space priority 
to students who have been previ- 
ously enrolled in the district. 

Hansen said for example, if a 
student has always gone to East 
Jordan schools and his parents 
buy a home in Charlevoix, that 
student would get priority over a 
newcomer to the district. In addi- 
tion, the choice provision was 
modified to allow the East Jor- 
dan School District to allow stu- 
dents who move after Aug. | to 


open-enroll after the school year 
has started. 

Under the modified “choice” 
provision, there will be no re- 
quired release form. Instead, a 
notification sent from a receiv- 
ing district that a student has en- 
rolled in another school. 

‘Another school district has no 
authority not to release a student 
under the new policy,’ said Hans- 
en. 

He noted up till now, East Jor- 
dan has always waived tuition 
for open-enrolling students, be- 
cause the district receives the state 
foundation grant for those stu- 
dents. 

The policy was amended to 
read ‘‘may be subject to tuition” 
from the previous “shall be sub- 
ject to tuition.”

Elementary playground takes shape

Additional funds still need to 
be raised, but East Jordan Ele- 
mentary School students will be 
able to use their state-of-the-art 
play structure by the time school 
is in session this fall. 

Elementary school principal 
Chuck Hershberger said last week 
volunteers are needed for a com- 
munity building project to erect 
the playground. which will be 
installed where the current play 
structure stands on the elementa- 
ry school grounds. At press inne, 
the weekend of Aug. !7 was slat- 
ed as the target date to build the 
playground, 

“It’s a real community effort 
and it’s something very positive,” 
said playground committee mem- 
ber Chris Curtin at the June 26 
board of education meeting where 
Hershberger made the announce- 
ment. 

The new structure, funded by 
elementary students’ penny drive, 
donations and grants, features 27 
different activities that promote 
creative play and physical fit- 
ness. A portion of the play struc- 
ture is handicapped-accessible. 

“Our goal is to create a play- 
ground that is safe, clean and 


creative,” said Hershberger. “We _ 


feel this is going to make a major 
impact on all three of those ar- 
eas.”

penny drive met half its goal this 
year, raising just over 500,000 
pennies, which is $5,000. 

“Our goal is one million pen- 
nies ($10,000). It’s going to take 
us another school year to do that,” 
he said. 

The project also received a 
major boost from $20,000 in grant 
money. The project received a 
$5.000 grant from the Charlevoix 
County Community Foundation; 
and a $10,000 grant from Mc- 
Donald's Charities. with an ad- 
ditional $5,000 grant available if 
the school district can match the 
amount. The McDonald’s grants 
are slated for the portion of the 
structure which are handicapped- 
accessible. 

One of the earliest major dona- 
tions to the project was a $1,000 
donation from American Spoon 
Foods of Petoskey, In addition, 
the Parent-Teacher Organization 
(PTO) has made a $7,500 com- 
mitment to the project, Hersh- 
berger said. 

“We're also working to make 
sure the surface area is accessi- 
ble to wheelchairs. We do have 
wheelchair users in the building 
and we want to make sure we 
meet their needs,” he said.

play equipment they thought 
would be fun. and this piece of 
equipment reflects a lot of that 
input.” he commented. 

The American-made structure 
is made of aluminum, steel and 
stainless steel, with all steel sur- 
faces to be soft-coated to prevent 
kids from coming in contact with 
cold metal in freezing tempera- 
tures, 

The approximately 65-by-53- 
foot playground suucture area 
features a centerpiece play area 
with on-ramps for wheelchair 
access. Activity panels for young- 
er children will be part of the 
structure. 

By using community volun- 
teers, the district will save 
$10,000 over having the manu- 
facturer install the structure. East 
Jordan Schools will pay a $250 
fee to Charlevoix-based Play- 
works, for supervision of the 
volunteers and community mem- 
bers involved in the project, and 
includes $1 million worth of lia- 
bility and $10 million liability 
from the manufacturer. 

“We're going to reposition 
fences and enlarge the play- 
ground to provide a play field for 
soccer and other field sports,” 
said Hershberger. 

Phase two and three of the plan, 
slated for the 1997-98 and 98-99 
school years, include plans for a 
softball diamond, baseball court, 
an eight-foot-wide perimeter 
track for aerobic walking. 


Beware crooks asking for 
up-front lottery money 


The Better Business Bureau is warning people to be alert to a new 
scam to separate the unsuspecting from their money. 

The bureau reports that local residents have been receiving phone 
calls from a Montreal area man claiming to be an attorney disbursing 
Canadian lottery winnings. The supposed representative informs 
people they won $100,000 Canadian and if they pay the Canadian 
taxes of $7,000, he will release the check. 

Ken Vander Meeden, president of the BBB of Western Michigan, 
advises, “All foreign lottery activity has increased throughout our 
state as reports that Canadian lottery calls and mailings are coming 
trom Vancouver, Toronto and now Montreal. It is illegal for U.S. 
citizens to participate in foreign lotteries via the mail and the recent 
phone calls are just another twist to defraud Michigan residents.~

Caution: Fireworks season is here 


Now that warmer weather Is here 
and summer is upon us, the familiar 
sight of fireworks stands can now be 
seen. With the Fourth of July ap- 
proaching, sales promotions for fire- 
works are everywhere. Officials from 
the Michigan State Police Fire Mar- 
shal Division are concemed about 
safety. Every year there are hun- 
dreds of tajuries and numerous fires 
as a result of fireworks, 

“Even Jegal fireworks should be 
used with caution.” said Capt. Wade 
Schacter, State Fire Marshal. “Ile- 
gal fireworks are of greater concern. 
Fireworks devices that send a pro- 
jJectile into the air, spin, twirl,oremit 
a report are legal and can cause 
serious harm.” 

It is illegal to sell, possess, trans- 
port, or use fireworks in Michigan 
without a permit. The only legal fire- 

> works that do not require a permit 
| are: flat paper caps, toy noise mak- 
ers, sparklers, fountains (cone or

The Fire Marshal Division offers 
the tollowing precautions and sug- 
gesuons to help ensure a happy and 
sate fireworks season: 

@ Make sure that fireworks de- 
vices are legal tor use as determined 
by state law and any possible local 
ordinances that may exist 

@ Read the manufacturer's label 
on all fireworks devices for instruc- 
tions on proper usc. (Illegal fire- 
works rarely contain safety precau- 
tions). 

@ Carefully follow all instruc- 
tions 

M@ Provide adult supervision for 
children. Do not allow young chil- 
dren to handle sparklers or other 
fireworks 

M@ Light only one device at a time
